iiud iloalh to tho unfortunate victims 
who enrich tho saloon keeper with their 
hind earnings. 
Tho spoakor said no 


man would bo ullowod to sell contagion 
in u community, und yet saloons are li- 
censed to deal out that wbioh is the 
groat producer of disease, and destroyer 
of inorula and good order. 


As a' sample of what a community 


would lie without whisky tho city of 
Vinclttml, l» Now Jersey, was cited, 
where no liquor has evor been sold, 
though it is u town of fifteen thousand 
inhabitants, There no police force is 
nucmary, und the expense of a police 
court for a whole year was only five dol- 
lars. Tho place is also without paupers 
and other burdens that aro usually laid 
upon cities through tho sale of liquor, 
whoro tho trafllc Is tolerated. This, Iho 
speaker argued, would no the condition, 
substantially, of all out towns, could tho 
sale of intoxicating liquors be abolished.
